The communication filed on 03 December 2003 is not fully responsive to the Office communication mailed 29 September 2003 
because applicant has not made both species elections as required, only "A". Quoting from page 5 of the Office action, 

"If Group I is elected applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect (A) a single disclosed species of active agent group 1-6, and 
(B) within each species of active agent poup 1- 6, to select of species of said active agent group, even though this requirement is 
traversed." 

The basis for the species traversal is not understood. If the species are not obvious variants and are not patentably distinct, what are 
they?
